Scene of the Fifth World 
Conference agalnst Atomic and 
Hydrogen Bombs, Hiroshima, 
wns flattened 14 yenrs ato with 
the first atom bomb, and has 
now rung, up another “first” by 
deliberately Unldng itself with o 
city behind the Iren Curtain—a 
move which will certainly cause 
an considerable headache to the 
Japanese Government. 

The Conference had too much 
political -bias for four delegates 
who whlked out after the ffth 
day. Arthur Goss and Waylond 
Young of Britaln, along with 
two West Germans, found them=- 
relves Involved to an unnaccept- 
uble degree in an obvieus pro- 
Communist mecting which 
ruined the entire significance of 
the Anti Atom Bomb campatgyn. 

Even before it got under way, 
the government of Japan re- 
fused ny support and the 
Governor of Hiroshima declined 
to attend on account of the 
anti-Western attitude — of so 
many delegates—both Japancse 
and foreign. Rightist groups 
burst into the hotel where the 
Australian delegation was stay- 
ing and ordered the members to 
get out of Japan. They also 
threatened Kaoru Yasui, chair- 
‘man of the Conference. 

Considerable ill-will has been 


created through foreign dele- 
gates making = speeches against 
Japan's proposed revision of the 
Security Pact with the United 
States, and other forms of inter- 
ference with this country's), 
affalrs. 

With Hiroshima linked to 
Draxien, the Communists have 
succeedod in establishing a 
precedent in this form of “cul- 
tural” activity, It will be in- 
teresting to see what the 
Japanesa povernment will 
about issuing visas to digni- 
tories from Dresden ard pass- 
ports lo their Hiroshima coun- 
terparts for interchanging visits 
and presents, Dresden’ is cer- 
taln to get a shipment of 
cherry-blossom tree _ saplings
